HE Counſellour-Penſionary communicated to the Aſſembly a Letter from 
the Directors of the Dutch Eaſt India Company, dated Amſterdam the ad, 
. and delivered in the 5th Inſtant to a General Court, containing the Report, 
or State of the Caſe, as required of them, in Conſequence of their High Mightineſſes“ 
Reſolution of the 14th of Auguſt laſt, relative to the Memorial, preſented that Day, 
by the Honourable Mr. Yorke, Plenipotentiary of his Britannick Majeſty to their High 
Mightineſſes; containing Complaints of extraordinary Heſtilities, committed by the Ser- 
* vanis of the Eaſt India Company of ibis Country, on the Subjetis of hit aforeſaid Na- 
« jeſty in Bxx OA,“ inſerted among the Minutes of that Date, and referred to a 
Committee by the Reſolution of their High Mightineſſes of the 27th of September 
thereafter : Which Report aforeſaid, with the Pieces annexed, relative thereto, con- 
taining A circumſtantial Detail of what is laid to the Charge of the Company's Servants 


in India, by the ſaid Memorial and its annexed Piece; as well as the Grievances of, and 


Complaints of Hoſtilities exerciſed upon, the Dutch Eaſt India Company, and their Ser+ 
« vants, in Bengal, by the Subjefs of his Britannick Majeſty; with:a ſerious Deliberdfion 
in what Manner the beſt and moſt eſfectual Relief may be given to a Company," ſo inten

* Your High Mightineſſes are already, no Doubt, ſtruck with Surprize at this De- 


'* claration : But will be much more ſo, on reading the Piece here annexed ; as his 


+ Britannick Majeſty was, who has given too many Proofs of his conſtaut Friendſhip 
for your High Mightineſſes, and deſerved too well at your Hands, to expect a Pro- 
? cedure-ſo injurious upon any Occaſion, much leſs at a Time, when under the Pro- 
© tection'of an advantageous Neutrality, the Subjects of your High Mightineſſes en- 
+ joyed- all the Benefits of an extenſive Commerce: In fine, at a Time, when your 
High Mightineſſes claimed, with a paternal Zeal, Exertions of the moſt rigorous 
5 Juſtice at the Hands of bis Majeſty in their Favour. Tou will then. judge, High 
and mighty Lords, what the King's Surprize muſt have been, when 2 that, 
£ withoyt any previous Complaint,” without the leaſt Indication of a ſerious Diſpute 
< ſubliſting between the two Nations in the Indias, his Subjects were attacked, and 
$ threatened with the. greateſt Calamities, had the Fate of Arms favoured the Ag» 
£ greſſors. But, High and Mighty Lords, the King is too great and too generous, 
to impute to your High Mightineſſes the leaſt Knowledge of an Act of Violence, ſo 
contrary to good Faith, and fo much beneath the Dignity of à Sovereign Power. 
His Majeſty, therefore, is willing to flatter himſelf, that thoſe Acts of Hoſtility 
©. proceeded not from any Order, iſſued from the Directors of the Dutch. Eaſt India Com- 
c pany, notwithſtanding the moſt authentic Proofs, that the Armament, which at- 
© tacked the Engiih at BzncGai, was equipt in BA TAvTA, the principal Seat of their 
* Government in that Part of the World. And his Majeſty ſcruples not to lay the 


$ whole Affair before your High Mightineſſes, and to demand (as I have the honour 


of doing at preſent in his Majeſty's Name) an ample Satis faction for ſuch an Out- 
* rage, by the exemplary Puniſmment of the Authors thereof: And his Majeſty ex - 
© pects, the moſt peremptory and effectual Orders ſhall he iſſued, for preventing

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We thy therefore, by way of Preliminary, remark on that Extract; that the Wiit irt 
of the above mentioned Letter can in no Senſe be conſidered as Perſons impartial, whoſe 
Teſtimony ſhould in this Caſe claim full Credit; ſeeing the aforenamed Preßdent and 
Council are fo greatly intereſted in this Affair, as that they ought t6 be tonſidered ra- 
ther as formal Parties. For, if it holds true, as the Servants — the Dusch Eaſ India 
Company teſtify, That it was by Order of the ſaid. Preſident aid Council, and by b, 
Subjets, that the firſt As of Hoſtility were committed in Bengal; ayd that the Dutch 
Eaſt India Company, and their Subjets were, by the ſaid P ond Council, in | 
other Reſpes highly injured and wronged ; it muſt then be allowed, that the Writers 
of the above Letter have a real Intereſt to ſerve, in removing, as much as poſſible

The Government of Batavia had therefore a Right, as the Intereſts of the Com- 
pany required it, to ſend the neceſſary Complement of Troops to Bega wunden 
thereby giving any Umbrage, or juſt Reaſon of Diſguſt or Jealouſy to the Eg or 
any other European Nation whatever: Otherwiſe, the Dutch Eq India Company 
could have properly no Right to ſecure” their Settlements in Bengal, but berobliged ts 
leave them expoſed a Prey to the Moors, and in con ty to have their Commerce 
circumſcribed at the Difcretion of their Rivalss.

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Troops, without engaging in any farther Anſwer on that Head: But being able con- 
vincingly to ſhew, that the often mentioned Armament never had in View any At- 
tempt to the Detriment of the Settlements or Subjects of his Britannic Majeſty in 
Bengal; and alſo judging ourſelves in Duty bound to give your High Mightineſſes 
the requiſite Information about that Armament, we will take the Liberty to lay be- 
fore your High Mightineſſes the Motives and Views, wherewith thoſe Troops were 
ſent from Batavia. For which Purpoſe, we are previouſly to inform your High 
Mightinefſes about the Circumſtances, in which the Company's Settlements, eſpecially 
thoſe on the Coaſt of Coromandel, ſtood at that Time. 
The War was carried on in thoſe Parts with great Warmth and Vigour, not only 
between the Eng/z/b and French, but allo by the latter againſt the Prince of Tanjour. 
And tho' the Dutch Company obſerved the ſtricteſt Neutrality, yet their Poſſeſſions 


and Subjects were not ſecure from the Violence and Inſults of the contending Parties. 


For, in the Cloſe of the Year 1756, the Engliſh Miniſtry at Madroſs thought pro- 
per, without any previous Notice or Application, actually to pull down a Settlement 
or Factory, the Property of the Dutch Company, at Tegenapatnam, and thus forced 
the Company's Reſident to quit his Habitation ; under Pretence, that this Settle- 
ment was too great an Obſtacle in the Way of the Zngizh ; and by the French be- 
coming Maſters of it, might prove greatly detrimental : With a Promiſe, directly 
upon the Concluſion of a Peace, to cauſe another to be built for the Dutch Com- 
pany, wherever it might be thought moſt proper. * 12 

The French, on their ſide, had in 1758 taken by Surprize, and made themſelves 
Maſters of the Company's Fort of Sadraſpatnam; under colour of being informed, 
that the Eng/ifs had reſolved to ſecure that Fort for themſelves, and that thereby they 
would be greatly obſtructed in carrying on the Siege of Madraſs. | 
The other Settlements of the Company on that Coaſt, the Perſons and Effects of

Alſo ſhortly after, the Ship Ogfcapelle, ſailing from Ceylon to Bengal was taken by 
a French Man of War off Sadraſpatnam, carried to Mazulipatnam, and there, under 
colour of being viſited, detained for ſome Days: Afterwards, indeed, the ſaid Veſt 
was releaſed ; but ſhortly after, ſetting ſail from Mazwu/ipatnam, was overtaken by a 
violent Storm, in which the Veſſel, with its Cargo, and the greateſt Part of the 
Hands, was loſt : Which Misfortune would certainly have been. prevented, had not 
the Ship been carried to Mazulipatnam, and thereby obliged to alter her Courſe. + 
The Government of Batavia, weighing this State of their Affairs on the ſaid Coaſt, 


and foreſecing the evident Danger to which the - Settlements of the Duich Company,

Effect; and that the ſaid Preſident and Council, notwithſtanding the Treaties ſubſiſt-

Zngliſh, the ſaid Director and Council re- 
ſolved at length, on the 1oth of the ſaid Month, to treat the Znghfs in the ſame Man- 
ner, as they had treated the Dutch, to ſtop the Enghfp Veſſels, and fend back the

In Conſequence of this Reſolution it was that, on the 24th of the ſaid Month, the 
Engliſh Veſſels, mentioned above, were detained.
